Chief Justice Gartt, fn his opinion in the 
St. Louis police law, holds the law consti- 
tutional. The case being one of manda- 
mus, the constitutionality of the law was 
passed upon. The opinion, after citing the 
proceedings in the lower court, says, refer- 
ring to City Counselor Schnurmacher: 

“Finaily, he insists that the power of 
creating these offices has been delegated 
to thise Board of Police Commissioners, a 
mere administrative body. After all, this is 
the decisive point in this case, and upon 
its proper solution depends all the other 
questions. 

“The argument is made and ably sus- 
tained that section 6 of the act of March 
15, 1899, mowhere establishes the number 
of policemen and poiice offices to be filled 
by the board, but has delegated the num- 
ber entirely to the discretion of the board, 
with the single limitation upon this power 
that they sbali noi fall below certain stated 
figures.”

COURT ON THE ELECTION LAW 


Court of Equity Had No Jurisdiction 


and the City Competent to Take 
Care of Its Own Rights.

The decision of the Supreme Court was 
handed down Tuesday morning. The deci- 
sion is unanimous, This decis.on is beyond 
appeai, save possib.y through the Federal 
Supreme Court, and it is a disputed ques- 
tion whether that. appeal can be taken. 

The decision of the Supreme Court is on 
the mandamus proceedings brought by tne 
Police Department to compel City Auditor 
Mason to audit the Police Department pay- 
roils, which were held up in August last 
on the opinion of City Counsellor Schnur- 
macher that the police bill was unconsti- 
tutional.

It is alleged 
that the prisoners and the wounded were 
robbed of everything valuable, even wed- 
ding rings, and that in one case a Boers 
finger was cut off to get aring.

Imagine that about 90 men 
were behind a kopje when 300 Lancers al- 
tacked them.

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PHILIPPINES, CUBA, PORTO 


On the question of.the Philippines, 
Cuba, Hawaii and Porto Rico the Presi- 
dent says: 

PHILIPPINES: 

The future government of the Phil- 
ippines rests with the Congress of the 
United States. Few graver_ responsi- 
bilities have ever been confided to us 
If we accept them in a spirit worthy 
of our race and our traditions, a great 
opportunity comes with them. The is- 
lands lie under the shelter of our flag. 
They are ours by every title of law and 
equity. They cannot be abandoned. If 
we desert them we leave them at once 
to anarchy and finally to barbarism; 
we fling them, a golden apple of discord, 
among the rival powers, no one of which 
could permit another to seize them un- 
questioned. * * * It does not seem de- 
sirable that I should recommend at this 
time a specific and final form of gov- 
ernment for these islands. When peace 
“shall be. restored it will be the-duty of 
Congress to construct a plan of govern- 
ment which shall establish and main- 
tain freedom and order and peace in 
the Philippines. The insurrection is still 
existing and when it terminates further 
information will be required as to the 
actual condition of affairs before inaug- 
urating a permanent scheme of civil 
government. The full report of the com- 
mission, now in preparation, will con- 
tain information and suggestions which 
will be of value to Congress and which 
I will transmit as soon as it is com- 
pleted.

Reyes, broke out at Bluefields in February 
last, and for a time exercised actual con- 
trol in the Mosquito Territory.

After a few 
weeks the Heyes government renounced 
the conflict, giving place to the restored 
supremacy of Nicaragua. During the in- 
terregnum certain public dues accruing un-

control. Upon the titular government re- 
gaining power, a second payment of these 
dies was demanded. Controversy arose 
touching the vaiidity of the original pay- 
ment of the debt to the de facto regent 
of the territory.

There has been allotted to the United 
States a considerable addition of space, 
which, while placing our country in.the 
first rank among exhibitors, does Mot sul- 
fice to meet the increasingly urgent de- 
mands of our manufacturers. The efforts 
of. the Commissioner-General are ably di- 
rected toward a strictly representative dis- 
play of all that’ most characteristicaily 
marks American achievement in the in- 
ventive arts, and most adequately shows 
the excellence -of our natural productions. 

In this age of keen rivalry among nations 
for mastery inucommerce, the doctrine of 
evolution and the rule of the surviva: of 
the fittest must’ be.as inexorable in their 
operation as they’‘are positive in the re- 
sults they bring aout. The place won, in 
the struggle by mmrtimesnriat people can 
only be he!d untH relaxed by endeavor and 
constant advance in achievements. The 
present extraordinary impetus in every lin 
of American, exportation and the astound- 
ing increase in the vo.ume- and yaluc of 
our share in the world’s markets may not 
be attributed to accidental conditions. 

The reasens are not far to seek. They 
lie deep in our national character and {find 
expression year by year in°every branc! 
of handicraft, in every new device where- 
by the-meter'als We so abundantly produce 
\are subdued to the artisan’s will and made 
to yield the largest, moet practical and 
most beneficial returns. The American ex- 
hibit at Paris should, and 1 am confident 
will, be an open volume. Whole iessons 
of skillfully directed endeavor, unfaltering 
energy and consummate performance mays 
be read by all on every page, thus spre:d- 
ing abroad a clearer ieawtel e of the 
worth of our productions and the justice 
of our claim (9% an important piace in th: 
marts of the world. To accomplish this by 
judicious selection, by recognition of para- 
mount mer:t in whatever walk of trade and 
manufaviure it may appear and by orderly 
claseification and ‘attractive installation is 
the task of our commission. 

The United States Government Building 
is approaching completion, and no effort 
will be spared to make it worthy, in beauty 
of architectural plan and in completeness 
of display, to represent our nation. It has 
been suggested that a permanent building 
of similar or appropriate design be erected 
on a convenient site,*aiready given. by. the 
municipality, near the Exposition grounds, 
to serve in commemoration of the part 
taken by this country in this great enter- 
prise, as an American national institute, for 
our countrymen resorting to Paris for 
study.

ehandise in bend, the ailen iabor laws, 
mining rights, reciprocity in trade, revis- 
ion of the agreement respecting naval ves- 
sels in the great lakes, a more complete 
marking of parts of the boundary, provision 
for the conveyance of criminals, and for 
wrecking and salvage. 

Much Sprogress has been made by the 
commissiou toward the adjustment of many 
of these questions where it became ap- 
parent that an irreconcilable difference of 
views was entertained respecting the delim- 
itation of the Alaskan boundary. In 
the failure of an agreement as to the mean- 
ing of articles 2 and 4 of the treaty of 
182 between Russia and Great Britain, 
which defined the boundary between Alaska 
and Canada, the American commissioners 

roposed that the subject of the boundary 
5 laid aside and that the remaining ques- 
tions of difference be proceeded with, some 
of which were so far advanced as to as- 
sure the probability of a settlement. This 
being declined by the British commission- 
ers, an adjournment Was taken until the 
boundary should be adjusted by the two 
Governments. The subject has been re- 
ceiving the careful attention which its im- 
portance demands, with the result that a 
modus vivendi for provisional demarcations 
in the region about the head of Lynn Canal 
has been agreed upon; and it is hoped that 
the negotiations now in progress between 
the two Governments will end in an agree- 
ment for the establishment and delimita- 
tion of a permanent boundary. 

Apart from these questions growing out 
of our relationship with our Northern 
neighbor, the most friendly disposition and 
ready agreement have marked the discus- 
sion of numerous matters ‘arising in the 
vast and intimate intercourse of the United 
States with Great Britain.

In the discharge of this 
function I am happy to say that abundant 
opportunity has been afforded to show the 
impartiality of this government toward 
both combatants.

The authorities of the State and a repre- 
sentative of tue ltalian Embassy having 
separately investigated tae occurrence, with 
discrepant resuits, parucuiariy as to the 
alieged citizenship of the victims, and it not 
appearng that tne State had been abie to 
discover and punish the violators of the 
law, an independent itivestigat.on has been 
set on foot through the agency of the De- 
partment of State, and is still in progress. 
The -result will enable the Executive to 
treat the quesiion with the Government 
of ita:y in a spirit of fairness and justice. 
A satisfactory solution wall doubtiess be 
reached. 

The recurrence of these distressing mani-

The active intervention of Amer- 
ican and British warships became impera- 
tive to restore order; and at the cost of 
Banguinary encounters. In this emergency 
a joint commission of representatives of 
the United States,-Germany and Great 
Britain was sent to Samoa to investigate 
the situation and provide a temporary rem- 
edy. By its active efforts a peaceful ¢«o- 
lution was reached for the time being, the 
Kingship being abolished and a provisional 
government established. Recommendations 
uranimously made by the commission for a 
permanent adjustment of the Samoan ques- 
tion were taken under consideration by the 
three powers ooignn to the general! act. 
But the more they were examined the more 
evident it became that a radical change 
Was necessary in the relations of the pow- 
ers to Samoa, 

The inconveniences and possible perils of 
the tripartite scheme of supervision and 
control in the Samoan group by powers 
having little interest in common in that 
quarter beyond commercial rivalry has 
been once more emphasized by the recent 
events, The suggested remedy of the joint 
commission, like the scheme it aimed to 
replace, amounted to what has been styled 
a tridominion, being the exercise of the 
functions of sovereignty by an unanimous 
agreement of the powers. The situation 
had become far more intricate and em- 
barrassing from every point of view than 
it was when my predecessor in 1894 summed 
up its perplexities and condemned the par- 
ticipation in it of the United States. 

The arrangement under which Samoa was 
administere had proved impracticable 
and unacceptable to all 
concerned. To withdraw 
agreement and abandon 
to Germany and Great Britain would 
not be compatible with our interests in 
the archipelago. To relinquish our rights 
to harbor of Pago Pago, the best anchor- 
age in the Pacific, the occupancy of which 
had been leased to the United States jn 
31878 by the first foreign treaty ever con- 
cluded by. Samoa, was not to be thought of 
either as regards the needs of our navy 
or the interests of our growing commerce 
with the East. We could not have con- 
sidered any proposition for the abrogation 
of the tripartite control which dfd not con- 
firm us in all our rights and safeguard a!}] 
our nationai interests in the islands. 

Our views commended themselves to the 
“Other powers. A satisfactory arrangement 
Wwas concluded between the governments of 
Germany and of England, by virtue of 
which England retired from Samoa in view 
of compensations in other directions, and 
hoth ag te renounced in favor of the 
United States all their rights and claims 
over and in respect to that portion of the 
group lying to the east of the I7ist degree 
of west longitude, embracing the islands 
of Tutulla, Ofoo, Olosenga and Manua. I 
transmit to the Senate, for its constitu- 
tional action thereon a convention, which 
besides the provisions above mentioned a!so 

uarantees us the 6ame privileges and con- 

itions in respect to commerce and com- 
mercial vessels in all of the islands of Sa- 
moa as those possessed by Germany. 

Claims have been preferred by white res- 
idents of Samoa on account of injuries al- 
leged to have been suffered through the 
acts of the treaty Governments in putting 
down .the late disturbances. A convention 
has been made between the three powers 
for the investigation end seitiement of 
these claims by a neutral arbitrator, to 
which the attention of the Senate wii) be 
invited.

the United States disclaimed any dis 
tion or intention to exercise sovereigaly, 
jurisdiction or control over Cuba, except 
for the pacification thereof, and asserted 
its determination when that was accom- 
plished to leave the government and con- 
trol of the isiand to its people. ‘The 
pledge centained in this resolution is of 
the highest honorable obligation and must 
be sacredly kept. 

I believe that subetantial progress has 
been made in this direction. All the admin- 
istrative measures adopted in Cuba have 
aimed to fit it for a regenerated existence 
by enforcing the supremacy of law and 
justice; by placing wherever practicable 
the machinery of administration in tne 
hands of the inhabitants; by instituting 
needed sanitary reforms; by spreading ed- 
ucation; by encouraging trade and indus- 
try, inculeating public morality, and, in 
short, by taking every rational step to ald 
the Cuban people-to attain to that plane ot 
eelf-consc*ous respect and self-reliant uni- 
ty which fits an enlightened community fot 
self-government within its own aephere, 
while enabling it to fulfil! all outward ob- 
ligations. 


This nation has assumed before the world 
a grave responsibility for the future good 
government of Cuba. We have accepted 
a trust, the fulfill- 
ment of which calis 
for the sternest integ- 
rity of purpose and 
the exercise of the 
highest wisdom. The new Cuba yet 
to arise from the ashes of the past 
must needs be bound to us by ties 


of singular intimacy and_ strength 
if its enduring welfare is to be assured. 
Whether those ties shall be organic or con- 
ventional. the dest niés of Cuba are in some 
4dzhtful form and manver irrevocably linked 
with our own, but how and how far 1s for 
the future to determine in the ripeness of 
events. Whatever be the outcome, Wwe must 
vee to it that free Cuba be a reality, not a 
name, a perfect entity, not a hasty experi- 
ment, bearing within itself the elements 
of failure. Our mission, to accomplisn 
which we took up the wager of battle, is 
not to be fulfilled by turning adrift a loose- 
ly framed commonwealth to face the vi- 
cissitudes which too often attend weaker 
States, whose natuyal wealth and abundant 
resources are offsec by the incongrulties 
of their political organization and the re- 
curring occasions for internal rivalries to 
sap their strength and dissipate their en- 
ergies. The greatest blessing whica can 
come to Cuba is the restoration of her ag- 
riculturN and industrial prosperity, which 
will give employment to idle men and re- 
establish the pursuits of peace. This is her 
chief and immediate need. 

On the 19th of August last, an order was 
made for the taking of the census in the 
island, to be completed on the 30th of No- 
vember. By the treaty of peace the Span- 
ish people on the ‘sland have until April 11, 
1900, to elect whether they will remain clit- 
izens of Spain or become citizens of Cuba, 
Until then it cannot be definitely escertain- 
ed who sha}l be entitled to participate ‘n the 
formation of the government of Cuba. 
that time the results of the census will 
have been tabulated end we shall proceed to 
provide for elections which will commit the 
municipal governments of the islands to tne 
officers elected by the people. The experi- 
ence thus acquired will prove of great 
value in the formation of a representative 
convention of the people to draft a const:- 
tution and establish a general system of in- 
dependent gevernment for the island. In 
the meantime and so long as we exercise 
contro] over the island the products of 
Cuba should have a market in the United 
States on as good terms and as with as fa- 
vorable rates of duty as are given to the 
West India Islands under treaties of rec- 
iprocity which shall be made. 

For the relief of the distressed in the Is- 
land of Cuba the War Department has is- 
sued supplies to destitute persons through 
the officers of the army, which have 
arnounted to 5,493,000 rations, at a cost of 
$1,417,554.97. 

To promote the disarmament of the Cuban 
volunteer army and In the interest of pub- 
lic peace and the welfare of the people, the 
sum of $75 was paid to each Cuban soldier 
borne upon the authenticated rolis, on con- 
dition that he should deposit hia arms with 
the authorities designated by the United 
States. The sum thus disbursed aggre- 
gated $2,547,750, which was pald from the 
emergeny fund provided by the act of Jan, 
5, 1899, for that purpose. 

Out of the Cuban Island revenue during 
the six months ending June 30, 1899. $1,712,- 
014.20 was expended ~~ sanitation, $2%3,- 
881.70 for charities and hospitals, and $8, 
$44.03 for aid to the destitute. 


JUST A HINT 
TOWARDS 
ANNEXATION. 


Following the exchange of ratificaiions 
of the treaty of peace the two governments 
accredited Ministers to each other, Spain 
sending to Washing- 
ton the Duke of Ar- 
cos, an eminent dip- 
lomatist, previously 
stationed in Mexico, 
while the United States transferred to Ma- 
drid Hon. Bellamy Storer, its Minister at 
Brussels. This was followed by the respec- 
tive appointment of Consuls, thereby fully 
resuming the relations inierrupted by the 
war. In addition to its Consular repre- 
sentation in the United States, the Spanish 
Governinent has appointed Consuls for 
Cuba, who have been provisionally recog- 
nized during the military administration of 
the affairs of that island. Judicial inter- 
course between the courts of Cuba and 
Porto Rico aud of Spain has been estab- 
lished as provided by the treaty of peace. 
The Cuban political prisonerg in Spanish 
penal stations have been andre being re- 
jeased and returned to their homes, in ac- 
cordance with article 6 of the treaty 
Negotiations are about to be had for de- 
fining the conventional relations between 
the two countries, which fell into abeyance 
by reason of the war. 
will ‘include a favorable arrangement for 
commercial reciprocity, under the terms of 
Sections 3 and 4 of the current tariff act. 
In these, as in ali matters of international 
concern, no efiort will be spared to respond 
to the good disposition of Spain, ‘and to 
cultivate in ali practicable ways the inti- 
macy which should prevail between two na- 
tions whose past history has so often and 
in sO Many Ways been marked by sincere 
friendship and by community of interest. 

I would recom.nend appropriate legislation 
to carry into execution article 6 of the 
treaty of peace with Spain, by which the 
United States assured the payment of cer- 
tain claims for indemnity of its citizens 
against Spain. 


TURKEY HAS 
NOT PAID 

JUST CLAIMS. 

The United States Minister to Turkey 
continues under instructions to press for 
a money payment in- satisfaction of the 
just claims for in- 
juries suffered by 
American citizens in 
the disorders of sev- 
eral years past and 
for wrongs done to them by-the Ottoman 
authorities. Some of these claims are of 
many years standing. This Government Is 
hopeful of a general agreement in this re- 


gard, In the Turkish Empire the situation 
vf our citizens remains unsatisfactory. Our 
eflorts during neariy 40 years to bring about 
a convention of naturaiization seem to be 
on the brink of final faliure through the 
announced policy of the Ottoman Porte to 
refuse recognition of the aiien status of 
native Turkish subjects naturalized abroad 
since 1867. Our statutes do not ailow this 
Government to admit any distinction be- 
tween the treatment of native and natural. 
ized Americans abroad, so that ceaseless 
controversy arises in cases where persons 
owing in the eye of internationai law a 
duai allegiance are prevented from enter- 
ing Turkey or are expelled after entrance. 
Our law in this regard contrasts with that 
of the European states. The Turkish act, 
for instance, makes no claim for the natur- 
alization of an alien in the event of his 
return to his native country, unless the 
change be recognized by the law of that 
couatry or stipulated by treaty between 
it and the naturalizing state. pi

THE UNION OF 
THE AMERICAN 
REPUBLICS. 

The interest taken by the various States 
forming the International Union of Amer- 
ican Republics in the works of its organ- 
ic bureau is evidenced 
by the fact that for 
the’ first time since 
its creation in 1890, 
all the republics oi 
South and Central America are now repre- 
sented in it. 

The unanimous recommendation of the 
‘International American Conference pro- 
viding for the International Union of 
American Republics, stated that it shouid 
continue in force during a term of 10 years 
from the date of its organization, and no 


country becoming a member of the union 
Should cease to be a member until] the end 
of said period of 10 years, and unless 12 
months betere the expiration of said pe- 
riod a majority of the members had given 
to the Secretiry of State of the United 
States official notice of their wish to ter- 
minate the union at the end of its first 
period, that the union should continue to be 
maintained for another period of 10 years, 
and thereafter, under the same conditions, 
for successive periods of 10 years each. 

The period for notification expired on 
July 14, 1899, without any of the members 
having given the necessary notice of with- 
drawal. 

Its maintenance is therefore assured for 
the next 10 yeare. In view of this fact 
and of the numerous questions of genera: 
interest and common benefit to ali of tae 
republics of America, some of which were 
corsidered by the first International Con- 
ference, but not finally settled and others 
which have since then grown to import:

The occasion seemed to 
be opportune for the serious consideration 
of a plan for the pacific adjustment of in- 
ternational differences, a subject in which 
the American people have been deeply in- 
terested for many years and a definite pro- 
ject for a permanent international tribunal 
was included in the instructions to the de.e- 
gates of the United States. 

The tinal act of the conference includes 
conventions upon the amelioration of the 
iAws and customs of war on land, the 
adaptation to maritime warfare of the prin- 
ciples of the Geneva convention of 1564, 
and the extension of judicial methods to in- 
ternational cases. The convention for the 
pacific settlement of internaiional conflicts 
embodies the leading features of the Ameri- 
can plan, with such modifications as were 
rendered necessary by the great diversity 
of views and interests represented by the 
delegates. The four titles of the convention 
provide for the maintenance of general 
peace, the exercise of good offices and 
mediation, the formation of commissions 
of inquiry and international arbitration. 

The mediation provided for by the con- 
vention is purely voluntary and advisory 
and is intended to avoid any invasion or 
limitation of the sovereign rights of the ad- 
hering States. The commissions of: inquiry 
proposed consist of delegations to be spe- 
cifically constituted for particular pur- 
poses by means of conventions between the 
contesting parties, having for their object 
the clear understanding of international 
differences before resorting to the use of 
force. The provision for arbitration con- 
tempiates the formation of a permanent 
tribunal before which disputed cases may 
be brought for settiement by the mutual 
consent of the litigants in each separate 
case. The advantages of such a perma- 
nent tribunal over impromptu commissions 
of arbitration are conceived to be the ac- 
tual existence of a competent court, pre- 
pared to administer justice, the greater 
economy resulting from a well-devised eys- 
tem and the accumulated judicial skill and 
experience which such a tribunal would 
soon possess. 

While earnestly promoting the idea of es- 
tablishing a permanent international tribu- 
nal. the delegation of the United States 
was not unmindful of the inconveniences 
which might arise from a obtrusive exe- 
cise of mediation, and in algning the con- 
vention carefully guarded the historic po- 
sition of the- United States by the follow- 
ing deciaration: 

“Nothing contained in this convention 
shall be so construed as to require the 
United States of America to depart from its 
traditional policy of mot intruding upon, 
interfering wth or entang:ing itself in te 
politica! questions or policy oi international 
administration of any State; nor shall 
anything contained in the said convention 
be construed to imply a relinquishment by 
the United States of America of its tradli- 
tional attitude toward purely American 
questions.”’ 

Thus interpreted the convention for the 
pacific settlement of international conflicts 
may be regarded as realizing the earnest 
desires of great numbers of American citi- 
zens, whose deep sense ‘of justice, expressed 
in numerous resolutions and memorials, 
has urged them to labor for this noble 
achievement. The general character of this 
convention, already signed by the dele- 
gates of more than ® sovereign States, 
further commends it to the favorable action 
of the Senate of the United States, whoSe

discharged from the military service. Of 
the volunteers, 667 officers and 14,831 men 
were serving in the Philippines and 1650 of 
the regulars who were entitled to be mus- 
tered out after the ratification of the treaty 
of peace. They voluntarily remained at the 


front until their places could be filled by 
new troops. They were returned home in 
order in which they went to Manila, and 
are now all of them out of the service and 
in the ranks of citizenship. I recommend 
that the Congress provide a special meda! 
of honor for the volunteers, regulars, sailors 
and marines on duty in the Philippines who 
voluntarily remained in the Philippines aft- 
er their terms of service had expired. 

By the act of March 2, 1898, Congress has 
given authority to increase the regular 
army to a maximum not exceeding 65,000 
enlisted men and to enlist a force of 36,- 
to be recruited from the 
By virtue of this au- 
thority, the regular army has been in- 
creased to the number of 61,999 enlisted 
men and 2248 officers, and new voiunteer 
regiments have been organized aggregat- 
ing 33,060 enlisted men and 1524 officers. Two 
of these volunteer regiments are made up 
of colored men with colored line officers. 
The new troops to take the place of those 
returning from the Philippines have been 
transported to Manila to the number of 
581 officers and 2,322 enlisted men of the! 
regular army and 59 officers and 15,388 en- 
listed men of the new volunteer force, 
while 504 officers and 14,119 men of the voi- 
unteer force are on the ocean en route to 
Manila.

For the postmastership at Ha- 
vana tne range of skil.ed and avaliable 
men was scanned and the choice fell upon 
one who had been W® years in the eervice 
as deputy postmaster and postmaster of a 
large city. This principle governed and de- 
termined the seiection of the American of- 
ficials sent, not oniy to Cuba, but to Porto 
Rico and the Philippines, and they were 
instructed to apply it so far as practicabie 
in the employment of the natives as minor 
postmastere and clerks.

AMERICAN SOVEREIGNTY. 
Dec. 10, 1898, the treaty of peace between 
the United States and Spain was signed. 
It provided, among other things, that Spain 
should cede to the 
PFFORT MADE TOUnited States the 
SHOW THA? WE archipelago known as 
WERDB FRIENDS.the Philippine Is- 
lands, that the United 
States should pay to Spain $20,000,000 and 
that the civil rights and political status 
of the native inhabitants of the territories 


thus ceded to the United States should be 
determined by Congress. The treaty was 
ratified by the Senate on Feb. 6, 189%, and 
by the Government of Spain on March 1), 
fo.lowing. The ratifications were ex- 
changed April ll and the treaty was pub- 
licly proclaimed. March 2 Congress voted 
the sum contemplated by the treaty and 
the amount was paid over to the Spanish 
government May 1. 

In this manner the Philippines came to 
the United States. The islands were ceded 
by the Government of Spain, which had 
been in undisputed possession of them for 
centuries. They were accepted not merely 
by our authorized commissioners in Paris, 
under the direction of the Executive, but 
by the constitutional and well-considered 
action of the representatives of the re 
of the United States in both houses of Con- 
ess. I had every reason to believe, and 
‘ still believe, that this transfer of sov- 
ereignty was in accordance with the wishes 
and the aspirations of the great mass of 
the Filipino people. 

From the earhest moment no opportunity 
Wag iost of assuring the le of the is- 
lands of our ardent desire for their weifare 
and of the intention of this Government to 
do everything possible to advance their in- 
terests. In my order of May 19, 1898, ihe 
commander of the military expedition die- 
patched to the Philippines was instructea 
to declare that we came not to make war 


amount authority there 
Aug. 17, it was directed that “‘there must be 
no joint occupation with the insurgents;’* 
that the United States must preserve the 
peace and protect pereons and property 
within the territory occupled by their mili- 
tary and naval forces; that the insurgents 
and ali others must recognize the military 
occupation and authority of the United 
States. As early as Dec. 4, before the con- 
cession and ir anticipation of that event, 
the commander in Manila was urged to re- 
store peace and tranquility and to under- 
take the establishment of a beneficent 
government Which should afford the fullest 
security for life and property. 

Dec. 2, after the treaty was signed, the 
commander of the forces of occupation 
was instructed ‘‘to announce and proc.aim 
in the most putlic manner that we come 
not as invaders and conquerers, but a% 
friends to protect the natives in their 
homes, in their employments, and in their 
personal and religious rights.”” The same 
day. while ordering Gen. Otis to see that 
the peace should be preserved in Iloilo, he 
was admonished that “It is most important 
that there should be no conflict with the 
insurgents.” On the Ist day of January, 
1899, urgent orders were reiterated that the 
kindly mtentions of this Government 
should be in every possible way communi- 
cated to the insurgents.

Otis. were instructed to “facilitate the 
most human and effective extension of 
authority throughout the islands, and to 
secure with the least possible delay the 
benefits of a wise and generous procection 
of life and property to the inhabitants. 

These gentlemen were Dr. Jacob Gould 
Schurman, President of Cornell Un.versity; 
the Hon, Charies Denby, for many years 
Minister to China, and Prof. Dean C. 
Worcester of the University of Michigan, 
who has made a most careful study of 
life in the Philippines. While the treaty of 
peace Was under consideration in the n- 
ates these Commissioners est out on their 
mission of good will and liberation. Their 
character was a sufficient guarantee of 
the beneficent purpose with which they 
went, even if they had not borne the pos- 
itive instructions of this Government, 
which made their errand pre-eminently one 
of peace and friendship. 

But before their arrival at Manila, the 
sinister ambition of a few leaders of the 
Filipinos had created a situation full of 
embartrassments for us and most grievous 
in its consequences to themselves. The 


clear and impartial preliminary report of 
the commissioners which I transmit here- 
with gives so lucid and comprehensive a 
history of the present insurrec meaty move- 
ment that the story need not be here re- 
peated. It is enough to -“y that the claims

No sooner had our 
army captured Manila than the Filipino 
forces began to assume an attitude of sus- 
picion and hostility which the utmost ef- 
forts of our officers and troops were un- 
able to disarm or modify. Their kindness 
and forbearance were taken as a proof of 
cowardice. The aggressions of the Filipinos 
continually increased until finally just be- 
fore the time set by the Senate of the 
United States for a vote upon the treaty, 
an attack, evidently prepared in advance, 
was made all along the American lines 
which resulted in a t ly destructive 
and sanguinary repulse of the insurgents.

United States would be the ultimate fo 
of government. Such a question under the 
treaty with Spain and in accordance with 
our own Consitution and laws, came ex- 
clusively within the jurisdiction of Con- 
grate. The Government actually set up by 
he inhabitants of Negros eventually proved 
unsatisfactory to the natives themselves. 
A new system was put into force by order 
of the Major-General commanding the de- 
partment, of which the following are the 
most. iniportant elements:

selves on the Americans and exterminate 
them that we may take our revenge for the 


infammies and treacheries which they have . ercises the s 


committed upon us. Have no compassion 
upon them; attack with vigor.”’ 

A copy of this order fell, ty good for- 
tune, into the hands of our officers and they 
were able to take measures to control the 
rising which was actually attempted tho 
nignt of February 22, a week later than 
was originally contemplated. A considerable 
number of armed insurgents entered the 
city by waterways and swamps and in 
concert with confederates inside attempted 
to destroy Manila by fire. They were kept 
in check during the night and the next day 
driven out of the city with heavy loss. 

This was the unhappy condition of affairs 
which confronted our commissioners on 
their arrival in Manila. They had come 
with the hope and intention of co-operat- 
ing with Admiral Dewey and Major General 
Otis in establishing peace and order in the 
archipelago, and the largest measure of 
self-government compatible with the true 
welfare of the people. What they actually 
found can best be set forth in their own 
words: 

‘‘Deplorable as war is the one in which we 
are now engaged was unavoidable by us. 
We were attacked by a bold, adventurous 
and enthusiastic army. No alternative was 
left to us, except ignominous retreat, 

“It is not to be conceived of that any 
American would have sanctioned the sur- 
render of Manila to the insurgents. Our 
nations and to the 
friendly Filipinos and to ourselves and 
our flag demanded that force should be 
met by force. Whatever the future of the 
Philippines may be, there is no course open 
to us now except the prosecution of the 
war until the insurgents are reduced to 
submission. The commission is of the 
opinion that there has been no time since 
the destruction-of the Spanish squadron 
by Admiral Dewey when it was possible to 
withdraw our forces from the islands, either 
with honor to ourselves or with safety to 
the inhabitants.’’ 

The course thus clearly indicated has 
been unflinchingly pursued. The rebellion 
must be put down. Civil government can- 
not be thoroughly established until order 
is restored. With a devotion and gallantry 
worthy of its most brilliant history, the 
army, ably and nobly and loyally assisted 
by the navy, has carried on this unwelcome, 
but most righteous, campaign with richly 
deserved success. 
ore noble self-sacrifice with which our 
sailors and soldiers, whose terms of service 
had expired, refused to avail themselves of 
their right to return home as long as they 
were needed at the front, forms one of the 
brightest pages in our annals. Although 
their operations have been somewhat in- 
terrupted and checked by a rainy season 
of unusual violence and duration, they 
have gained ground steadily in every di- 
rection and now look forward confidently 
to a speedy completion of their task.

The Military Governor has the right to 
veto all bills or resolutions adopted by the 
Advisory Council and his veto is final if 
not disapproved by the Military Governor 
of the Philippines. 

The Advisory Council discharges all the 
ordinary duties of a islature. The usual 
duties pertaining to said offices are to be 
performed by the Seoretaries of the Treas- 
ury, Interior, Agriculture, Public Instruc- 
tion, the Attorney General and the Auditor. 

The judicial power is vested in three 
. es who are to be appointed by the 
Military Governor of the island. Inferior 
courte are to be establirhed. 

Free schools are to be established throvgh- 
out the populous districts of the island, in 
which the Engli#gh language will be taught, 
and this subject wh. receive the careful at- 
tention of the Advisory Council. 

The burden of the government must be 
distributed equally and equitably amend 
the poople. The military authorities wi 
collect and reéeive the customs reyenue and 
will control stal matters and Philippine 
inter-island trade and commerce, 

The Military Governor, subject to the o- 

roval of the Military Governor of the 
Philippines, determines all questions not 
specifically provided for and which do not 
come ard the jurisdiction of the Advisory 
Council, 


TREATY AFFECTING 
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The authorities of the Sulu Islands have 
article the sovereignty of the United 


States to the rights of Spain and our flag 
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every possible effort to arrest and bring 
to justice alk persons engaged in piracy. 
All trade in domestic products of the 
archipelago of Jolo when carried on with 
any part of the Philippine Islands and un- 
der t shall free, unlim- 
ited and undutiable. The United States will 
give full protection to the Sultan in case 
any foreign nation should attempt to impose 
upon him. The United States will not sell 
the Island of Jolo or any other irland of 
the Jolo archipelago to any foreigu nation 
without the consent of the Sultan. Sala- 
ies for the Sultan and hisassociates in the 
administration of the islands have been 
agreed on to the amount of $760 monthly. 
Article 10 provides that any slave in the 
archipelago of Jolo shall have the right 
to purchase freedom by paying to the mas- 
ter the usual market value. The agreement 
by Gen. Bates was made subject to con- 
firmation by the President and to future 
modifications by the consent of the parties 
in interest. I have confirmed said agree- 
ment, subject to the action of Congress and 
with the reservation, which I rave directed 
shall be communicated to the Sultan of 
Jolo, that this agreement is not to be 
deemed in any way to authorize or give 
the consent of the United States to the 
existence of slavery in the Sulu archipela- 
go. I communicate these facts to the Con- 
gress for its information and action. 
Everything indicates thut with the speedy 
suppression of the Tagalo rebellion life in 
the archipelago will soon resume its ordi- 
nary course under protection of our sov- 
ereignty and the people of those favored 
island will enjoy a prosperity and a free- 
dom which they have never before known. 
Already hundreds of schools are open and 
filled with children. Religious freedom is 
sacredly assured and enjoved. The courts 
are dispensing justice. Business is begin- 
ning to circulate in its accustomed chan- 
nels. Manila, whose inhabitants were flee- 
ing to the country a few months ago, is 
now a populous and thriving mart of com- 
merce. e® earnest and unremitting en- 
deavors of the commission and the :Admiral 
and Major-General commanding the De- 
partment of the Pacific to assure the peo- 
ple of the beneficent intentiong of this Gov- 
ernment have had their legitimate effect in 
convinci the great mass of them that 
peace and safety and prosperity and stable 
government can only be found in a loyal 
ee ma of the authority of the United 
ates.

No effort will be spared to build up the 
waste places desolated by war and by long 
eare of misgovernment.

We shall continue, as we 
have begun, to open the schools and the 
churches, to set the courts in operation, to 
foster industry and trade and agriculture 
in every way in our power to make these 
people whom Providence has brought with- 
in our jurisdiction feel that it is their lib- 
erty and not our power: their welfare and 
not our gain, we are seeking to enhance.

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NOW PREVAILS IN 

HAWAIIAN ISLANDS. 

Some ‘embarassment in administration 
has occurred by reason of the peculiar stat- 
us the Hawai'‘an Islands at present occu- 
py under the _ joint 
resolution of annexa- 
tion approved July 7, 
1898. While by that 
resolution the Repub- 
lic Of Hawaii as an 
independent mation was extinguished, iis 
feparate sovereignty destroyed and its 
property and possessions’ vested in the 
United States. yet a complete establish- 
ment for its government under its systems 
was not effected. While the municipal laws 


of the islands, not enacted for the fulfill- 
ment of treaties and not inconsistent with 
the joint resolution or contrary to the Con- 
Stitution of ‘the United States or any of 
its treaties. remain in force, yet these laws 
relate only to the social and internal af- 
fairs of the isiands and do not touch many 
subjects .of importance which are of a 
broader national character. For example, 
the Hawaiian Republic was divested of all 
title to the public lands in the islands and 
is not able to dispose of lands.to settlers 
desiring to take up homestead sites, but is 
without power to give complete title’ in 
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‘ cases where lands have been entered upon 


under lease or other conditions which carry 
with them the right to purchaser, lessee 
or setticr to have a full title granted to 
bim upun compliance with the conditions 
prescribed by law or by his particular 
agreement of entry.

The report of the 
commission with the bill which they pre- 
ared, was transmitted by me to Congress 
ec. 6, 1898, but the bill still awaits final 


. action. 


The people of these islands are entitled 
to the benefits and privileges of our con- 
stitution, but in the absence of any act 
of Congress providing for Federal courts 
in the islands and for a procedure by which 
appeals, writs of error and other judicial 
proceedings necessary for the enforcement 
of civil rights may be prosecuted, they are 
a to secure their enforcement by 
the judgment of the courts of the United 
States. It is manifestly important, there- 
fore, that an act shall be passed as speedily 
as possible erecting these islands into a 
judicial district, providing for the apoint- 
ment of a judge and other proper officers 


, and methods of procedure in appellate pro- 


ceedings and that the government of this 
newly acquired territory under the Con- 
stitution shall be fully defined and pro- 
vided for.

I see no reason why a more complete form 
of territorial organization should not be 
provided. Following the precedent estab- 
lished in the year 1805. when a temporary 
government was provided for the recently 
acquired territory, known under the name 
of Louisiana, it seems to me that it would 
be advantageous to confer greater execu- 
tive power upon the Governor and to es- 
tablish, as was done in the case of the 
Territory of Louisiana, a legislative coun- 
cii having power to adopt ordinances which 
shall extend to all the rightful subjects 
of local legislation, such ordinances noi to 
take effect until reported to and approved 
by the Congress, if in session, and, if that 
body is not in session, then by the Preei- 
dent. In this manner a system of laws 
providing for the incorporation and gov- 
ernment of towns and cities having a cer- 
tain population, giving them the power to 
establish and maintain a system of edu- 
cation to be locally en ib and ordi- 
nances providing for police, sanitary and 
other such purposes could be speedily pro- 
vided. I believe a provision of this kind 
would be satisfactory to the people of tue 
territory. It is probable that the area is 
too vast and the popu'ation too scattered 
and transitory to make it wise at the 
sreeent time to provide for an elective leg> 
felative body, but the conditions calling for 
local self-government will undoubtedly very 
soon exist and will be facilitated by the 
measures which I have recommended.

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AN ANTI-TRUST DECISION, 


The anti-trust decision i'n the Addystone Pipe case seems 
to affirm the power of Congress to enact laws against com- 
binations. 

There are six separate corporations involved, which had 
agreed to combine and fix prices. 
Addystone Company contract does restrain free commerce be- 
tween States and is therefore void.” 

This, perhaps, affords ground for hope that the trust can 
be dealt with through the courts. But it should be remem. 
bered that a trust is a combine, not a consolidation. Cor. 
porations may not make contracts in restraint of trade, but 
there does not appear to be any obstacle to consolidation 
whereby the same end can be gained much more effectively. 

Monopoly is the real evil. Whether it appears in the form 
of a combination called a trust, or as a consolidated corpora- 
tion controlling all the sources of production, does not mat- 
ter. What is needed is legislation which shall make monopoly 
of all kinds unlawful and impossible. We must look to Con- 
gress for the remedy, not the courts. It is a political, not a 
legal question. 
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Though a hygienic expert in the Sunday Post-Dispatch de- 
clares that overcoats should not be worn, the overcoat is here 
to stay. A hea'tthy man discards his overcoat without dis- 
comfort from cold, but he is soon weary of being asked, when- 
ever he is out of doors, ‘“‘Where is your overcoat?’ This 
query, put to him a hundred times a week, becomes a burden 
that no white man can bear. It is worse than any cold he 
can get by perspiring in surplus clothing. 
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The report that dozens of Americans are on the transat- 
lantic steamers, going to the aid of the Boers, is not in ac- 
cordance with the idea of a tacit alliance between Great 
Britain and the United States. Even Americans who ap- 
prove the Philippine injustice are convinced that our Uncle 
Bull has gone wrong in South Africa.

WOMEN FILL THE GALLERIES. 


TAKES HIS SEAT ON DEMOORATIC 
SIDE. 


If He Is Turned Down by the House 
He Will Appear in Wash- 
ington as a Sen- 
ator. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—The galleries of 
the House to-day were almost as crowded 
yesterday, the debate on the Rob- 
erts case being the attraction.

It developed that Mr. Roberts’ name was 
not on the official roll call of the House, 
so that in case of a vote or other action 
by the Huse he would not be a participant, 
This was in accord with all the prece- 
dents. Representative Richardson, the 
Vemocratic floor leader, said that no ex- 
ception could be taken to this procedure. 

Tne President's message was read in 
both houses. In the Houe the Roberts case 
came up when the reading was concluded at 
3 p. m., 

An agreement has been reached by which 
each side shall have one hour, and a ha.f 
hour shall be allowed to Mr. Roberts, who 
will make a personal defense against the 
charges. He has his origiral certificate of 
naturalization, which eminent iawyers of 
the House who have examined and pro- 
nounce as genuine and regular. It is be- 
lieved that the charge that Mr. Roberts 
was not legally naturaiized caygnot hold.

insuiar officers. 


The fundamental requirement for these 
people, as for ali people, is education. The 
free school house is the bast preceptor for 
citizenship. In the introduction of modern 
educativunal methods care, however, must 
be exercised that exchanges be not made 
too abruptly, and that the history and racial 
pecuilarities of the inhabitants shall be 
given due weight. Svstems of education 
in these new possessions founded on com- 
mon sense methods, adapted to existing 
conditions end looking to the future move- 
ment and industrial advancement of the 
people, will commend to them in a peculi- 
arly effective manner, the blessing of free 
government.
